£MILY  WEBB  (Marjorie  Garniss)  and  George  Gibbs  (Edward  McGrath)  making  love 
on  stepladders,  Howie  Newsome  (David  Andrews)  leading  a  horse  (?),  Mrs.  Gibbs 
(Virginia  Cary)  frying  an  egg  in  a  frying  pan  (?).  These  are  a  few  of  the  scenes  from 
"Our  Town"  which  we  presented  on  March  28  and  29,  1941  under  the  supervision  of 
A.  Dixi  Crosby. 

We  shall  always  remember  the  hilarious  time  we  had  at  rehearsals.  Whenever 
we  were  in  a  somber  mood,  Elizabeth  Anderson  (Mrs.  Webb)  kept  us  in  stitches  by 
telling  about  her  Norman  and  Jack.  Oh,  my!  Why  was  it  that  everybody  always 
wanted  to  practice  the  wedding  scene?  Billy  Sylvernal  (Editor  Webb)  acted  just  like 
a  nervous  father  when,  in  the  wedding  scene,  he  marched  down  the  aisle  with  Margie, 
his  daughter.  He  never  kept  in  time  with  the  music;  instead  he'd  jerk  his  tie,  push 
back  his  hair.  Eddie  was  a  typical  bridegroom.  As  he  stood  nervously  at  the  left  of 
the  altar  waiting  for  his  bride,  we  expected  him  to  seek  the  nearest  exit  any  minute. 
This  was  the  best  scene  in  "Our  Town",  even  without  scenery.  A  stained  glass  church 
window  was  projected  on  a  screen.  When  the  first  stirring  strains  of  Lohengrin's 
"Wedding  March"  seeped  from  an  old  organ  and  Margie  walked  down  the  aisle 
with  Billy,  tears  rolled  down  our  cheeks.  It  couldn't  have  been  more  realistic  in  a  real 
church. 

Margie  lived  and  died  the  role  of  Emily  Webb.  She  went  over  and  over  her 
lines  while  she  ate  and  while  she  slept.  (That  is,  except  when  she  wrote  her  "What 
Uncle  Sam  Means  to  Me"  essay.  Remember?  She  won  the  first  prize.)  Eddie,  as 
the  youthful  lover  was  better  than  William  Holden  who  had  the  same  part  in  the 
movie.  He  showed  no  signs  of  self-consciousness;  instead,  he  was  his  own  natural 
boyish  self.  The  Who-o-o-'s  still  ring  in  our  ears  from  the  grammar  school  matinee. 
Each  time  there  was  a  kissing  scene,  the  kids  jumped  up  from  their  seats  and  whooped 
like  a  bunch  of  wild  Indians.  At  the  end  of  the  second  act,  they  ran  out.  (They 
thought  it  was  over).  We  brought  them  back.  After  the  third  act  some  of  the  little 
girls  came  back  stage  to  see  Margie.  "You’re  beautiful!  You're  wonderful!"  were  some 
of  the  frank  remarks.  (We  noticed  they  looked  around.  For  Eddie?) 

March  28,  1941.  The  first  act  was  a  great  success.  Everybody  complimented  the 
show.  The  second  act  was  almost  over.  Emily  stood  at  the  front  of  the  stage  (this 
was  the  wedding  scene)  when  -  -  -.  What  happened?  Oh!  Oh!  her  veil  fell  off. 
Miss  Terhune  gallantly  arose  from  her  seat  and  adjusted  the  veil.  Thank  you,  Miss 
Terhune!  Everybody  laughed  and  applauded  her;  then  settled  down  again. 

March  29,  1941.  During  the  scene  in  the  aisle,  Emily  told  George  she  loved  him; 
then  George  took  her  in  his  arms  and — well,  what's  the  natural  thing  to  do?  Guess 
who,  should  be  sitting  within  arms  reach  of  the  couple?  Mr.  Haupin!  The  follow¬ 
ing  Monday  he  calmly  remarked,  "McGrath,  I  enjoyed  your  show  very  much." 

LeRoy  Newell  (the  Stage  Manager)  deserves  much  credit  along  with  Dick  Price 
(Mr.  Gibbs).  It  was  LeRoy  who  introduced  each  act,  and  who  made  those  delicious 
looking  ice-cream  sodas  without  ice-cream,  seltzer-water,  or  glasses.  His  natural  New 
England  twang  made  him  perfect  for  this  part.  He  had  to  learn  three  pages  of  dia¬ 
lect.  for  each  act.  Dick  Price,  stuffed  with  pillows  and  puffing  peacefully  on  his 
corncob  pipe,  had  to  learn  to  speak  with  an  elderly  drawl. 

Behind  the  scenes  were  two  student  coaches,  Doris 
Kelly  and  Lucille  Long,  who  did  everything  from  imitating 
roosters  to  aiding  Elizabeth  Anderson  in  her  pantomimes. 

Art  Nichols,  with  his  assistants  in  charge  of  the  lighting 
effects,  never  failed  to  do  the  right  things.  Morris  Curren, 
property  manager,  managed  the  trellisses  and  sound  ef¬ 
fects.  Jeanne  Quick  as  business  manager;  Andrew  Lyon, 

Betty  Post,  ticket  chairmen;  Paul  Dailey,  publicity  chair¬ 
man;  Gloria  Vigeant,  Jane  Van  Winkle,  Ruth  Kurner, 

Josephine  Dooley,  head  ushers,  all  contributed  to  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  "Our  Town".

Football 

Football  in  Bloomfield  High  School  has  been  the  major  sport  for  almost  as  long 
as  the  school  itself  has  been  standing. 

Bloomfield  teams  have  been  known  for  their  spirit  and  hard-fighting  ways.  The 
Bengals  in  recent  years  have  not  given  B.  H.  S.  any  championships,  but  have  neld  the 
school  in  the  sportlight  with  their  playing. 

This  year  (1941)  the  team  has  been  rated  high  in  the  state  standing;  and  although 
having  a  light  team,  the  Bengal  squad  has  had  its  victories  along  with  its  defeats. 

Graduation  will  take  the  entire  varsity  line  from  the  picure,  but  there  are  many 
sophomore  reserves  who  will  be  in  there  next  fall. 

The  year  before  we  entered  B.  H.  S.  (1938),  the  Bengals  had  just  won  their  fourth 
straight  state  championship;  and  after  winning  five  straight  contests  to  open  the  1938 
»  season,  the  Boilermakers  of  Garfield  upset  the  Bengal  eleven.  Since  that  time,  the 

Bloomfield  gridsters  have  yet  to  beat  Garfield. 

The  B.  H.  S.  teams  have  steadily  improved  in  the  last  four  years  and  seem  to  be 
headed  for  state  championships  in  the  future  years.  Coach  Foley  has  been  develop¬ 
ing  sophomore  players  to  take  over  the  duties  left  by  the  graduation  of  varsity  material. 

Probably  the  most  thrilling  contest  each  year  is  the  traditional  game  with  the 
Montclair  team.  Thanksgiving  Day  finds  both  teams  in  excellent  condition  to  decide 
which  is  the  better  team.  Tradition  has  kept  the  rivalry  between  these  two  teams 
tor  twenty-three  years. 

As  alumni  of  B.  H.  S.,  we  will  want  to  see  the  Bengals  at  the  top  of  the  ladder  in 
years  to  come. 
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Basketball 

Bernal  basketball  teams  have  gained  recognition  throughout  the  state  by  pro¬ 
ducing  squads  equal  to  the  task  of  reaching  the  playoffs. 

The  B.  H.  S.  cagesters  are  known  by  their  towering  height.  Rarely  is  a  man  under 
six  feet  seen  on  the  floor,  but  Hugh  McCullough,  last  year's  captain,  is  an  exception. 
Hugh,  smaller  than  the  rest,  proved  to  be  a  valuable  player  and  high  scorer.

The  1942  season  will  find  the  Bengal  team  and  men  minus  a  really  good  pitcher —
